‘ts a simple physiological fact that exercise of any sort 


e rise in the normal tempera- 


ture. ‘There is even a difference of a few tenths of a degree 
between the acts of standing up and lying down. Mental 


exertion may raise the tempe 


but *of the entire body. Being 
“hot. -headed” is not a mere 
empty phrase, but indicates an 
increage .in:the stimulus to cer- 
agit amgscular activity due to un- 
usual vibra- 
tion in the 
brain tissues. 
Witness the 
many deeds 
of violence 
cominitted in 
a state of 
mind that is 
excused by 
being called 
“the heat of 
passion.” 

This brings 
up the fact 
that body 
heat is pro- 
; duced mostly 
where. metabolism is taking 

place most actively. Hence, since 
we arelargely made up of mus- 
cular: tissue, it- is in muscular ex- 
ercise; that our heat is most 
abundantly produced. Add _ to 
this case of vigorous muscular 
labor “‘the conditions which re- 
quire‘ excessive heat in the sur- 
rounding atmosphere and we 
-have “an exaggerated situation 
which must in some way be 
counteracted. 

Heat cramp occurring in per- 
sons ‘exposed to high tempera- 
tures’ for long periods has been 
studied very thoroughly. It oc- 
curs: particularly among furnace 
stokérs, miners, workers in steel 
mills,‘gnd others subject to great 
heat and excessive perspiration.
